ſignes of the Zodiack. 
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Strologie igan Art which teacheth to know the mind or 
meaning of the Starzes.: For as in Aſtronomie we are 


taught to meaſure their motions, and find out their Alpes 
and Configurations; ſo by Aftrologic we are taught to judge 
of their effe&s. 

Aftrologie thenis an Art, which teacheth by the Motions, 
Cenfigurations, and Influence of the Signes, Starres, and 
Celeſtiall Planers, to progneſticate of the naturall cfeRs 
and mutations to come in the Elements, and in theſe infe- 
riour and Elementarie Bodies. Which definition contains 
not onely the cauſes which cencurre ro the conftitution of 
the nature and efſence of Aſtrologiez but doth alſo cxprefſe 
the end or finall cauſe to which all the Precepts of the Arr 
are to be referred. 

The Scripture (peaketh not againſt the lawfull know- 
ledge and practiſe of this Art, but granteth the Heavens 
and Starres to be both occaſions and cauſes,as well as fignes 
of furure events, For it is certain that the ſame thing may 
be both a Signe and a Cairſe: a Cauſe 2s it workethto an 
effe&;z and a Signe, as being preſented to the ſenſe, it 
leadeth us to the knowledge of the cfe& : And therefore 
when the Starres are called Signes, their cauſalitie is nor 
excluded, Howbeit in (ome things, when they work 
upon a ſubje& not immediately but by accident , they be 
then occaſions rather then cauſes, 

In Geneſis, Chap. 1. verſ. 14. it is (aid, And let them 
be for Signes, and ſor Seaſons, and for Dayes , and for 
rears. Out of which words , rightly expounded} may be 
gathered 3 Firſt , that the Starres by a divine ordina- 
tion, were ſet in the Heavens to be <iznes of future events? 
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wherefore it is ſaid, Let them be /# Signes, Secondly, we 
learn hence, that they were appointed to be ( as it were ) 
heavenly clocks, and remarkable meaſures, by their mo- 
trons dcfhning Time and the parts thereof , as Daycs, 
Weeks, Moneths, and Years. And therefore it is alſo ad- 
ded, And tet them be for ſeaſons, and for dayes, and for 
years. To whichof Moles, may be added that of Jeremie, 
in che ceath Chapter and the (ſecond verſe ; where, when 
che Prophet commands the people that they ſtould not 
learn the way of the Heathen, he calleth the Stars ( as Mo- 
(es before) The fignes of beaven. From whence Me- 
laadbon, that execllent divine , bath gathered; that the 
Pcophet chere doth not onely name them Sigpes, but alſo 
ſheweik chat chey were (et to be fignes of portending 
ſomething, For { (aich he ) Jeremie doth not (ay that the 
Signes of heaven be nothing 3 bur be nor afraid of the 
Signes of a-x7cn; Yea, when he names them Signes, be 
affirms chem 19 poricend ſomething. Thus be. And Lus-

I doubt not therefore, but that the Signes of Heaven 
may lawfully enough be looked into, and judgement be 
given of future events: provided that they who praQtiſe 
this Art, defend it not by way of fatall neceffitie, For 
if it ſhould be cither practiſed er defcaded after that 
manner , then ncither could the God of heaven and 
earth be allowed co work any thing in this world other- 
wiſe then by the courſe of nature z nor could the aRions 
of men be exempred from coaRion , but be abſolutely 
ſabjeR re the dominion of the Starres ; which is falſe, 
He therefore that will have any thing to do with this 
Art of Aﬀrologic , muſt beware, that neither more be 
2iven unto the Heavens then unto him who madethem;

For it is certain, that the like porti 
on or power of Qualities cannot alwayes Rtirre up or 
work ed idem, but may ſometimes receive either inten- 
tion or remiſſion, according to the indiſpoled aptnefle of 
the ſubjeRt , the Elements or Elementary bodies not al- 
wayes admitting of their power alike, Beſide, Univerſal! 
and particular cauſes do many times differ , and then the 
one hinders the operation of the other. 

As forexample; Particular cauſes ( as the conjunRi- 
on of Yerus and the Moom, or ſome ſuch like meer- 
ing ) may promiſe rain, ſnow, or fleet, when Uni- 
verſall cauſes (which arc not ſo eafily ſeen ) do ofien 
turn it into more fair and warm weather.

Ecauſe the effeRts of the laſt yeates eclipſe of the Sun 

are fill of great force, ic 18 in the firſt place requifice 
that we have an eye thereuntoin the gene: all judgement of 
this yeare, and nut | alle over the ccntic eration theeot till 
the effes be ended, I gave notice the laſt ycare that they 
were tocontinue till about the middle of April ( or June 
rather ) in the yeare of our Lord Gad 16545 and therein 
[ was chiefly guided by Origenss, who thinks it moſt agree- 
able to reaſon, that the effects of an eclipſe ſhould begin to 
ſh:w themſelves ( more or lefle) from the very day of the 
eclipſe. Howbeit becauſe Ptaromies rule is otherwiſe, we 
ace by that to look for the firſt manifeſtation of the effeRs 
ſome moneths after the day of the eclipſe 5 and thereupon 
not expeR the ehd of their working (o ſoon as hath been 
mentioned. But Bowatas teacherh ocherwiſe, and account- 
eth «b bore echpſss, from the very hovure of the eclipſe 3 ns 
may be ſcen, _—— But it matters not much which 
of theſe we follow now; for by either of them the effets are 
ſtill of great force, and Exg/and 23 much concerned in them 
as any other countrey. For Aries is the figne eclipſed, and 
Mars is chief Dominatour in the echpſes and experience

And beradſe of Satiyns poſition neare the cuſpis of the 
VII houſe, retrograde, occidentall, andin Leo, 1 pray God 
defend us from plague and earthquake this yeate ; which the 
conjuntion of Mars and the Moon ſo neare the revolution 
doth alſo ſomewhat _ _ m_ that be, o_ doth 
probably enough morralitic and \carcitic, according to 
the mindy of Haly, Bongtmy Origanus, and others. Nor doth 
Hualy but ſhew, that the Moon applying from Venus to Saturn 
is a rokenof danger in travels both by land and ſea, and to 
thoſe who inhabite in mountainous places. And though the

Nor further do I know what good or quiet ( ſo farre as is 
concerns us) can be expeRed from Mars, who ( os 1 have 
already ſhewed ) is allo chief Lord of the ecliple of the 
Moon on the fourth day of March this yearez with whom Mcr- 
cury is found to be a ſharer: and therefore ( beſide cruel! out- 
rages, and ſuch like things already mentioned ) expeR rr uce- 
Tg, great winds, ſubtil] and fly undermining pra&iſes. 
It isalſo in the laſt Decade of Virgo, where ( according to 
the mind of Proclus ) mortalibus morbos affert; that is, It cau- 
ſeth a time of ſicknetle and diſcaſes men. Nor be $4- 
turn and Fupiter but ar ——_— one in the (evenih 
houſe, the qther inthe firity and that { 1 think) porrends no 
good : eſpecially to Italic, Rome, and ſuch other places as ore 
under Lee; much of the miſchief coming from ſuch places as 
be under »Aguarius, appearing ( as | think ) in an high mea- 
ſure about next, when theſe two Planets come to their (e- 
cond oppotuion. 

And thus we have heard ſomething of the yeare in general!, 
and more particularly of the firit half thereof beyand which 
the fortner figure will nor extend, becaule the fgne aſcending 
was a common figne.

That which leemeth to be ſignified by this revolution, is 
that ſome ſhall be troubled with infirmities in the noftrils; and 
that coughs, ſore cycs, flothfuil and deccirfull ſervants are like 
t9.abound. Infants will be fickly , and children die through 
worms: yea, and others of greater age are like to be rroubled 
with worms as well as they. Mercury is Lord of the aſcen- 
dent, and hath alſo more eſſentiall dignicies then any of the 0- 
therplanets, and js therefore Lord of thes revolution. Howbe-

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it becauſe Mars ( as well as Jupiter ) is found to be angular, he 


works miſchievouſly, and (ignifierh (as Haly laith) Prelia &+ 
interfeFiones : which is ſo much the more probable becaule be 
is in the ſeventh houſe. For being there 'he is ſaid to be malur 
& damnoſus, quiz fignificas inimicitias & diſcordias magues, 
furts, mr ood. ac comtentiones mult « & rixe in ito an- 
no. And further, if Bonatus ſay true, becauſe Marr is in Se- 
gittarius, he ſigntfieth warre (or commorions) in the Weſtern 
parts, and that there will be great lofſe of bees, and murrain a- 
mong carrel by the ſea fide. Mercury in Libre fignifieth great and 
ſtrong winds,corrupting them and making them pernitious and , 
hurefall And becauſe Saturs is in the fifth houle, expe& miſ 
carriages and more abortive birrhs then ordinary; and that old 
men ſhall have little joy of their children. And (in a word)all 
things conſidered borh in this and the former revolution, 1 am 
ſtrongly perſwaded thar the times are not like to be ſo good,qui - 
et _ proſperous as men cold wiſh, and I pray they may be. 
But we are they upon whom the ends of the world are come, 
and therefore mult expe& ſuch things #s theſe are, & nor think 
it ſtrange to heare of ſes and herehfies, warres and rumours of 
warres, with other (ad calamities both here and elſewhere, even 
till Chriſt Jeſus ſhall come to the deſtroying of all the enemies 
of his Church, and ſo to put them down every where as that he 
make his foes his fooritool: which cannot be yet; for the ſeventh 
Trumpet in the Revelation hath not ſounded ,not” be the 
effc&s of the laſt Comet (which appeared in'1 61 8)every where 
yet quite at 4n end, neither will be, I think, untill 265 5if (as 
ſome (ay) that threarning Meſſenger of Gods wrath was ſeen for 
the ſpace of 37 dayes: Snilying thereby the cfe&ts thereof to 
laſt jo many yeares.

On the tenth of Novem ber ( being the eve of S. Martin) 
the Germanes ule to feaſt themſclves with geeſez and as OtW's 
Magnus teporterh, the Northern people uſe by the br 
thereof to _ of the following winter. For if 
bresN-bone of the gooſe be fair and cleere when the fleſh is 
eaten off, the Winter is like to be cold amd rigid, full of bard 
froſts: Dur if & be thick and dark, then is the winter like to be 
full of ſnow, rain or leer, and yet warm enough. Bur thaechis 
ſhould be a token of fuch a prognoftick, Origanus doubreth. 

Sore take « further knowledge of the flme or qualitie of the 
yenrt, afrer this manner. Firſt ( lay chey ) in the end of Hee- 
veſt cut open two or three oak apples, looking whether thete be 
in them either flies, worms, or ſpiders; and if in the cak-apple 
be found wortns or a bgnihe ch © age 
that yeare. Or if in che oak- cor open! be lite to 
ties, it is a ſigne of ſome barte! toendue that yeare. Os if in 
the oak-apple be found like to ſpiders, then do they fatelhew! 

lagne or peſtilence to follow that yeire. From which eadthe 
face calamities, Good Lord deliver us, 

Some perhaps may think this to be bur a fi ics obler- 
vation; but they are firple and fooliſh ner to know that this 

eth from the conſtitution of the aire; whith ( wheed& 
wholſome or unwholſome ) appeareth more ſubtilly in ſack 
things as theſe, then to che lenie of man jreirher dah ar can. 
And if the aire be corrupred , putrefaQion abounds, thi 
growing are blaſted, the rs altered; bloud 
and diſeaſes equivalent produced; as allo the niind of man in- 
alined t9 ſuch and ſuch aRions as agree therevnts, 
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Other profitable inftrucions right neceſſary 
for husbandmen to know.

FaRam be fierce and will not be tamed, catch 

himand borea hole through his horn neare his 
eare, If you would when he goeth to cover the 
ew, that he ſhould beget an ew-lamb, truſſe up his 
right genitour: if a cod-lamb, then truſſe up his left. 
' If whenthe ram covereth the ew the wind blow 
out of the South, then commonly he begetteth a 
ſhe-lamb : but if it blow out of the North, an he- 
lamb. Alſo know that ews by drinking of 'water 
conceive the ſooner : for which cauſe ſome ſhep- 
herds uſe ro give them ſalt to eat, both that they 
may drink the more freely, and be the better in 


Note alſo that when the old rams in their time 
to cover the ews, be ſooner moved thereto then 
the young rams , it doth then fignifie a good ſea- 
ſon and proſperous yeare for ſheep : Bur if at che 
time to cover the ew, the young rams be 

ooner provoked thereto then the old rams, then 
there is Ike to: follow a great rot and murrain of 
ſheep. The way (ſay ſome) ro cure them that they 


die not, is to take the belly of a ram and feeth ir- 


in wine and water together, which after mix with 
water, and give the ſame generally to all the ſheep 
_to drink, and &y ſo doing they ſhall be cured. 

When 
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When you ſhear them, if you would that their 
fleeces ſhould grow again thick and faſt, let the 
Moon be increaſing,and by no means paſt the full, 
except it be for fcabby and-infefted ſheep , ſuch as 
are every day ready to loole their wool: for it is 
beſt to clip them when the moon decreaſeth. 

Geld ſheep and other cartell, che Moon in A- 
ries, Sagittarius, Or in Capricorn, being in her laſt 
quarter, benignely contigurared, and free from the 
rayes of Sarurn and Mars. And if when you 
wean your calves or other young cattel,you would 
not that they ſhould prove giddie, be ſure thar the 
Moon be not within three dayes of her change, 
either before or after : For the prime is within 
3 dayes and 1$ houres before or after the change, 
as wel as on the very day that the moon changeth. 


Dire&ions in planting and prafring, as alſo in 
other husbandarie affairs, 


N January take off ſuperſiuous branches from your fruit» 
trees, and prepare your ground for Gardens , uncover 
Tree-roors, cut your Vines 1n ſome of the Twelve dayes. 
Ser Quick-ſets, Roſes,Sallers in the end of Jaw. & moneth 
of Febr. And now cover up the roots of your trees with grod 
earth, which you opened before in the beginning of Faxzary. 
Plant when the Moon is aſpefted by Fapiter or Fexns in 
Taurus, leo, Strorpio, or Aquarius: or ma Conjunttiong 
Sexiile, or Trine aſpeRt with Satury, ind free from the bo» 
die and raics of Mars. | 
In March, the weather being warm, and the wind otither 
in the Eaſt or North, you may cut and grafi trees, the Mcon 
decreaſing, ard in Aquarius, eſpecially it ſhe be conbgurated 
with Fupiter, or Venus, In 
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Ia the end of April, or beginning of My, ſet and fow 
tender Herbs and SecdSin your gardens, ina good tempe- 
rature of aire. 

* Remove young Trees, either in the end of OQeber, in No- 
vember, or February, the moon increaſing, and be ſure to 
ſet that fide Soath Which was South before, becauſe it cannor 
endure the cold North. | 

Gather all Fruit that you mean to keep, in a drie time, 
when the moan is paſt che full, decreaſing, and aſpeRed by 
Jupiter or Venus, 

Sow all ſuch ſeeds as bave round roots , either three or 
foure dayes after the full , or three or foure dayes before the 
full, when Setwn is in ſome good aſpeRt with the Moon, and 
free from the rayes of Mers. 

Yea, at all times cicher in (he ſowing of cornor of ather 
ſecd, it is beft ro do it when Saturs 1s not combuſt, nor re- 
rrograde, nor peregrine; but racher (if you can tay for ſuch 
a time J when be 1s in ſeme of Hs dipniries , or in a good 
aſpe& of the Moon,and(35 I (aid before )fice from the ray: s 

Mars. 

Obſerve this likewiſe, that if you would have your nayls 
| m—— and cleare, then muſt you uſe ro cur them whileſt the 

encreaſeth in Taurus, Libr, Aries, or Leo, and in ſome 
friendly aſpe& Y ither with the Sunne or Venus. But however 
let not the MooP be in Gemini or Piſces, nor any of thoſe two 
Ggnes aſcend; ng. 

Note alſo that in the weaning of infams, if you would that 
the child ſhould not be fond ot the nurſe, but quickly forger 
the breaſt, ler not the Moon be in Taxrus or Libra, bur rather” 
in Genin, Segittzrmus , Capricorn , or Aquarius, farre from 
the Sunne, neare the full, and not at all alpeRed. For the chil- 

dren that be thus weaned will quickly forget the breaſt, and be 

altb ſorward to faſten upon any other food. 


How 
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How to graft fruit that ſhall have no eore. 


Ake a graff and bow it ſo as both ends ma 

meet: cut both theſe ends graff-wiſe, and | 
faſten them into the ſtock. And if it grow ſo with 
rhe tree, cut awa rd 0 end, and let the fmal- 
ter end grow: ſo ſhall che fruic be without core. 


How to make atree bear red applcs. 


F you would that your apples ſhould be red,take 
[| a graff of an apple-tree, and graft it in a ſtock of 


elm or elder,and ir ſhall bear red apples. Al'o you 


may bore an hole in an apple- tree tothe pith, and 
put into the hole water of what colour ” will: 
then ſtop up the hole with a pin made of rhe wood 
of the ſame tree : So ſhall che apple be of the 
ſame colour with the liquour which you put and 
ſtopped into the hole. 


How to make a ſowre tree bring forth 
ſweet fruit. 


I: you have a fruit-tree that is ſowre, and would 
that it ſhould bear ſweet fruit, you muſt dig the 
root round about and dung it with pigs dung; ſo 
ſhall che fruit be ſweet : eſpecially if you rake a 
piercer, and therewith make an hole in the tree to 
the pith, and into the hole put water tempred with 
hony, ſtopping the hole again with a pin of the 
lametwre. 


How 
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How to make vines grow on cher- 
ry-trecs. 


F you would thata vine ſhould grow on a cher- 
Pre and have the taſt of —_— ſet a vine 
a cherry-tree till it grow: and inthe beginni 
of February make an hole through the _ 
in what place you think beſt : then draw —_ 
the hole a branch of che vine, ſo that it fill the hole, 
ſhaving away firſt as mach of the old bark of the 
vine as thalffc in the hole; that is, as mich as ex- 
tends to the thickneſſe of your cherry-tree. This 
done,you ſhall wrap it well about with earth, 
and bind it well with a little cloth, and order it in 
all chings -asin other graffings, remembring to cur 


away the vine from the cherry-tree at the root-end 
. thereof, either chen when you tirſt draw it in, or 
* ( whichis beſt) a yeare after.
